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1, Attached hereto is a copy of FDD's response to the AD/IC 1 s 
request that it answer certain questions regarding the procurement of 
lexicographical works, dictionaries, glossaries, etc. It is clear from 
an examination of the attached document that FDD's interests in this 
field are confined solely to the exploitation of materials which have 
already been produced as distinguished from the development of materi- 
als which are not presently available. This , therefore, is a different 
problem than the one to wh ich we addressed ourselves as a result of our 
sessions with 


2. In my view, the attached paper does not meet the requirements 
specified by the AD/IC In our meeting with him and FDD personnel on 12 
August, It will remain for us, therefore, to write a memorandum to the 
AD/lG which clearly indicates that our purpose lies in the field of de- 
velopment of lexicographical materials. I believe that our memo to^ the 
W/W sEould contain assurances that no developmental contracts will be 
undertaken without full evaluation of existing materials. We should 
further stress the point that FDD seems to have little, if any, require- 
ments for the development of this kind of material in view of the fact 
that the wide range and scope of language skills represented by the staff 
of FDD make it possible for them to use bi-lingual dictionaries and other 
materials in two foreign languages whereas the larger requirements on 
non-linguistioally trained personnel render such materials practically 
useless, operationally or for training purposes.
